Steubenville, January 6.—Plans for 
extensive improvement on the W. & 
L. E. are now in the hands of Chief 
Engineer Newhall and as soon 
as 
work on the Toledo division Is cora 
pleted a couple hundred men will be 
put to work on the line to practically 
rebuild it to the Ohio river. A year 
ago great improvements to the road 
were made, but the requirements of 
the Wabash people are such that they 
were small compared to what will be 
made th& present year. The work of 
relaying the pipe line with new steel 
from Massillon to Toledo, which was 
begun as the preparatory step toward 
rebuilding the 
entire line, 
when it 
was purchased by the Wabash, 
will

California has long been famed for 
peaches and oranges, little is gen rally 
known of a fruit industry which is pe­ 
culiar to and takes a leading position 
In that state—the cultivation of olives. 
Tile olive has been garnered for more 
than 4.1 KHI years aud lins been a staple 
food for races long forgotten, but it 
lias remained for southern California 
to conduct olive raising on an Ameri­ 
can scale and to show the vast possibil­ 
ities of the industry. 
Oriental coun­ 
tries raise olives by Hie tree. Califor­ 
nia raises them by the square mile. 
The largest olive grove iii the world 
Is situated In this state at the lieqsl of 
the San Fernando valley. The estimat­ 
ed number of trees in the whole state 
Is 2,500,000, with a crop, at the very 
lowest estimate, of 250,000,000 pounds 
of olives. That this Is really marvelous 
is evident when it is stated that olive 
raising on a wholesale scale is only 
fourteen years old in southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The value of the San Fernando crop 
this season is estimated at more than 
$100,000. To properly treat the enor­ 
mous yield the first harvest of this 
grove, which is only seven years old. 
the company owning the ranch has 
built a fifteen thousand dollar factory, 
a neat brick structure, well equipped 
for meeting all the demands that will 
be made upon It. 
The olive harvest is gathered In the i 
months of November, December and 
January, and sometimes picking eon- j 
tinuos Into February. At the San Fer­ 
nando ranch a hundred men are em­ 
ployed in harvest time to pick the 
olives at an average wage of $1.50 per 
day. Twelve to fifteen men are em- ! 
ployed the year round, and eight teams 
are worked, and, including the factory j 
men, there is an average all year of | 
twenty live men upon the ranch. 
The olives are carefully feathered in ; 
canvas buckets made for the purpose 
and are brought to the factory in 
spring wagons to keep them from 1 
bruising. 
After reaching the factory I 
they are thoroughly cleaned and are 
then run through a grader, which sep­ 
arates them Into three sizes. They are 
next put Into vats of water, where they 
stand over night, and if the olives are j 
to be pickled as “split” olives they ore 
then either pricked with a needle or j 
are run through an aperture tile sides I 
of which are lined with several fine I 
blades. 
Whether “split” or not, the olives are J 
next put Into a solution of one pound ! 
of lye to ten gallons of water. 
After ' 
they have remained in the lye solution j 
until It Is seen by examination that the I 
lye has percolated to the pit they are 
put into fresh water, where they re­ 
main from seven to ten days. 
The 
next stop is the brine solution, where 
the olives remain permanently until 
ready for the table. 
The large casks 


chops them into minute pieces, and are 
next put into hydraulic presses with a 
pressure of 200 tons. The oil resultant 
from this treatment after being puri­ 
fied is termed oil of the first grade. 
Second grade oil is obtained from tho 
pulp remaining from the first pressure, 
which is put limier a heavy cylinder, 
similar ton millstone, and then squeezed 
by a hydraulic press with a pressure of 
3,(ton pounds to the square inch. 
Oil of the first grade is bottled, while 
oil of the second grade Is sold in bulk. 
Oil of Hie first grade Is used chiefly in 
the culinary arts. 
It is claimed that 
California olive oil is eminently supe­ 
rior to the foreign article, for of forty 
or fifty grades of foreign olive oils it is 
stated that not one of them has been 
found unadulterated, while few’ have 
withstood the test for cottonseed oil. 
Olive oil of the second grade Is used 
for lubricating, in the manufacture p: 
soap and In an emulsion for pulmona 
diseases

T is a very old notion that the 
impressions 
received 
by 
a 
mother during pregnancy are 
of tin* greatest importance for 
her child. 
The author of the 
book of (J erie* I a represents Jacob as 
fam iliar wit ii tills conception in the 
breeding of animals. 
ria to, in harmony with the gen­ 
eral Greek sentiment, recommended 
that beautiful statues should be frequent in public places in order to Impress 
the finest forms on tin* imagination of mothers. 
In the middle ages psychic qualities were also believed to be impressed. 
The fear of Jam es I for a naked sword due to fright on his m other’s part is a 
typical case. 
At the present day the belief is widespread. 
Mrs. Marholme 
Attributes the deficient forms of the present generation of men to modern 
clothing, which, as a series of shapeless cylinders expressing nothing but 
the power of the money bag. conceals the masculine forms which, through 
the Imagination of tile enclente woman, ought to be transm itted to future gen­ 
erations. 
Dr. Draewieekl of the University of W arsaw cites the case of bis own 
child, which was born with n mark on its leg in the same place where be him­ 
self had been wounded while swimming. 
This accident occurred during 
the first month of his wife’s pregnancy, and she had been shocked and fright­ 
ened by the sight of the wound. 
Supplementing the evidence of this character, Dr. Hunter has collected 
2,000 cases where mothers were asked In every Instance before the birth of 
the child lf they hud experienced any apprehension or mental emotion which 
they might think would cause any mark or deformity, and, although admis­ 
sion* of this kind were very frequent and although many of the 2,000 children 
were marked Iii some way or another, in not one single case did the resulting 
mark correspond with the apprehension of the mother. It is easy to see that 
If the opportunity had been given after instead of before the appearance of 
the child it would be a very unimaginative woman indeed who would not be 
able to remember something in her experience which the irregularity of de­ 
velopment could not suggest. 
It must be observed th at a very slight acquaintance w ith the science of 
embryology discounts a large number of these stories. 
Different organs have 
different periods of development. The skin is not differentiated as a special 
organ until comparatively late. 
The most distant portions of the extrem ities 
are developed first, the fingers before the palm, the hand be fore the forearm, 
■the forearm before the arm proper. 
Generally .speaking, tile portions at the 
aldea of the body are developed before the parts in the middle, tile joining of 
the two halves occurring later. 
Knell outer half of tin* eye develops betore 
the inner linlf. The various organs and even parts of organs have their nascent 
periods, and if we bear of a shock which is said to have occasioned hare­ 
lip, for example, which lias been received after the period when the two 
{separately developed halves of tin* palate normally unite to form a single 
palate (between the ages of 8 aud IO weeks of fetal life), w e can lie abso­ 
lutely certain that this shock has had no effect in producing the deformity, 
ainee the deformity lias already been in existence in the form presented at 
birth before the advent of the so called impression. Harelip anil cleft palate 
are very common defects, occurring, according to Dr. Ilattield of Chicago, in 
22 out of 109 cases of maternal Impression reported to bim. 
They are 
plainly instances of arrested development, taking place at the tim e when 
the two halves of tile palate should have been Joined together. 
Lack of 
developmental energy on tin* part of the child at tills time from w hatever 
cause finds its expression In this defect. No shock or frigid on the part of the 
mother, even if it were possible to communicate it to the child, could possibly 
have any effect after tills time. 
Cyclops, or one eyed monsters, to take another example, ore due to an 
arrest in development after tile two outer halves, but before the two inner 
halves, of the eyes are developed. 
The arrest of development at this point 
then cea ses, and at the proper time the two outer halves are joined. The sin­ 
gle eye is thus derived from two outer halves of separate eyes, and the organs 
between, including tile nose, are absent. 
As Dr. Kiernan of Chicago has forcibly pointed out, the most of the cases 
reported are distinctly arrests of development anil do not represent even 
remotely photographic reproductions of impressions. 
A woman sees her en­ 
raged husband cut off three toes.,from the right foot of n chicken. She fears 
her chiid will be marked. 
As anticipated, her child Is born w ith three 
atubs of fingers on his right liand. 
Further examination, however, reveals 
th e faet that the fingers are perfectly formed, with complete nails, aud do 
not represent anything cut off. It is an arrest of development occurring at a 
definite period In embryonic life, and only if the shock occurred at this spe­ 
cial time, which does not appear, could it have anything to do w ith the de­ 
formity. 
The conception of arrest of development focuses the attention upon the 
Inner forces of growth rather than upon the external impressions. 
Parental 
in ti u en ces from this standpoint extend far beyond tile period of gestation or 
the life of the individual. The germ plasm from which every human being 
develop* has lived for many millions of years. In the line of descent, between 
the first germ cell and every cell which now composes human bodies, there baa 
never been a single cell which has ever died. Tile cells which did die are not 
i the ancestors of any of those which are now alive. We do not inherit death, 
‘but life, and death of certain groups of cells is only an acquisition in the strug­ 
g le for existence to permit of larger life. The germ plasm may be regarded 
aa a continuous race root stock from wlilcb individuals bud, like the shoots 
which come up from an underground stem in spring. 
Individuals are ex­ 
pressions of the root stock or germ plasm. 
The germ plasm is not the ex­ 
pression of individuals. It Is nearly as true to say that a man inherits from 
his Immediate children as to say that his immediate children Inherit from 
him. The truth is that every individual inherits not from another individual, 
but from the race stock of which they are both expressions. When hereditary 
blindness appears in a family, statistics show' that it is as likely to be 
transmitted by the brother or sister who is not blind as by the one who is. 
Individuals are thus produced as experiments by the race stock or germ 
plasm and are throw’ii off and die. 
Tli£ germ plasm, how’cver, as Weismann himself admits, Is subject to in­ 
fluence by its environment in the bodies of individuals w'liich contain it. 
These influences, however, are never special aud cun all be regarded as 
cither producing better nutrition or arresting development by interfering 
with nutrition. The same thing is true of the embryo. 
It is perfectly true that psychic disturbances, if sufficiently severe and 
^continued for a sufficient length of time, are associated with and may oc­ 
casion a defective nutritive condition of the blood and thus cause an arrest 
o f development. The progress of. the race is dependent upon the increase of 
and the perfection of the em br^m ic processes. 
To add to nature in na­ 
tu re ’s way we must Increase the protecting influences. 
Not only the em­ 
bryo, but for its sake the mother also must be removed from tile strain. Tills 
sloes not mean inertia, but a hygienic life, which will produce a well aerated, 
pure aud healthy blood, capable of supplying the best nutrient material for 
th e Independent organizing forces of the child. 
The superstition in favor 
photographic maternal impressions, apart from natural maternal conceit, 
bas probably also- had some biological significance in emphasizing the protec­ 
tion of the mother, not so much through her imagination, but through that of 
the husband and the rest of society. 
When the vast range of heredity was 
undreamed of, It was natural to overestimate the period of gestation. 
At 
present, however, we see that the continuous fears of psychic impressions, 
by lowering nutritive vigor, are likely to be more injurious than any irregu­ 
lar .Impressions themselves can possibly be. 
Mothers should be protected 
tram this fear of fears. 
The facts of science imply as follows: The Impressions which a mother 
receives have no direct bearing on the child. The function of the mother dur­ 
ing gestation is simply the passive production of nourishment. 
It is before 
conception rather than after and not directly, but by a process of sexual se­ 
lection pertaining to all the powers involved In falling in love or other means 
o f mating, that the real psychic influences that will affect the next genera­ 
tion are determined. The constitution, both physical and psychic; the imag­ 
ination, the intellect the emotions revealed and appreciated In this golden 
aura of life, are the most decisive prenatal Influences within the life of the 
Individual. The full discussion of thisj, however, must be reserved for another 
lesson.

the finest forms on tin* Imagination of mothers. 
In the middle ages psychic qualities were also believed to Im* impressed. 
The fear of .Tames I for a naked sword due to fright on Ids mother’s part is a 
typical ease. 
At tin* present day tho belief Ih widespread. 
Mrs. Mnrholme 
attributes the deficient forms of the present generation of men to modern 
clothing, which, as a series of shapeless cylinders expressing nothing but 
tho power of the money bag. conceals tin* masculine forms which, through 
the Imagination of the onclente woman, ought to bo transm itted to future gen­ 
erations. 
Dr. Drsewleckt of the University of Warsaw' cites the case of his own 
child, which was horn with a mark on its leg in the same [dace where la* him ­ 
self hod been wounded while swimming. 
This accident occurred during 
the first month of Ids wife s pregnancy, and she had been shocked nnd fright­ 
ened by the sight of the wound. 
Supplementing the evidence of this character, Dr. H unter has collected 
2,000 cases where mothers were asked in every Instance before the Dirt Ii of 
the child lf they hud experienced any apprehension or mental emotion which 
they might think would cause any mark or deformity, nnd, although admis­ 
sions of this kind were very frequent nnd although many of the 2,OOO children 
were marked In some way or another, in not one single case did the resulting 
' mark correspond with the apprehension of the mother. 
It is easy to see th at 
lf the opportunity had been given after instead of before tho appearance of 
' the child It would be a very unimaginative woman Indeed who would not be 
able to remember something In her experience which the irregularity of de­ 
velopment could not suggest. 
It must be observed that a very slight acquaintance with the science of 
< embryology discounts a large number of these stories. 
Different organs have 
• different periods of development. The skin Is not differentiated as a special 
• organ until comparatively late. 
The most distant jmrtions of the extrem ities 
are developed first, the fingers before the palm, the hand before the forearm, 
th© forearm before the arm proper. 
Generally .speaking, the portions at the 
aldea of the body are developed before the parts In tin* middle, tile joining of 
the two halves occurring later. 
Each outer half of flu* eye develops before 
the Inner half. Tho various organs and even parts of organs have their nascent 
periods, and lf we hear of a shock which is said to have occasioned hare­ 
lip, for example, which has been received after tile period when the two 
separately developed halves of the palate normally unite to form a single 
palate (between tin* ages of 8 nnd lo weeks of fetal life), w e can be abso­ 
lutely certain t Dut this shock has had no effect in producing the deformity, 
ainee the deformity lias already been in existence in the form presented nt 
birth before the advent of the so called impression. 
Harelip and cleft palate 
are very common defects, occurring, according to Dr. Hatfield of Chicago, in 
22 out of 109 cases of maternal impression reported to him. 
They are 
plainly instances of arrested development, taking place at tile time when 
the two halves of tile palate should have been joined together. 
Lack of 
developmental energy on tin* part of the child at tills time from w hatever 
cause finds Its expression In this defect. No shock or fright on the part of the 
mother, even if it were possible to communicate it to the child, could possibly 
have any effect after tills time. 
Cyclops, or one eyed monsters, to take another example, are due to an 
arrest in development after the two outer h a lv es, but before the two Inner 
halves, of the eyes are developed. 
The arrest of development at this point 
then ceases, nnd at the proper time the two outer halves are joined. The sin­ 
gle eye is thus derived from two outer halves of separate eyes, and the organs 
between, including tile nose, are absent. 
As Dr. Kieruan of Chicago has forcibly pointed out. the most of the cases 
reported are distinctly arrests of development and do not represent oven 
remotely photographic reproductions of impressions. 
A woman sees her en­ 
raged husband cut off three t oca, from the right foot of a chicken. 
She fears 
her child Will he marked. 
As anticipated, her child is born w ith three 
©tubs of fingers on his right hand. 
Further examination, however, reveals 
the fact that the fingers are perfectly formed, with complete nails, aud do 
not represent anything cut off. It is an arrest of development occurring at a 
definite period in embryonic life, and only if the shock occurred a t this spe­ 
cial time, which does not appear, could it have anything to do w ith the de­ 
formity. 
The conception of arrest of development focuses the attention upon the 
Inner forces of growth rather than upon the external impressions. 
Parental 
influences from this standpoint extend far beyond the period of gestation or 
th e life of the individual. The germ plasm from which every human being 
k develop# has lived for many millions of years. In the line of descent, between 
the first germ cell and every cell which now composes human bodies, there has 
never been u single cell which lins ever died. The cells which did die are not 
■the ancestors of any of those which ore now alive. We do not inherit death, 
but life, and death of certain groups of cells is only an acquisition In the strug­ 
g le for existence to permit of larger life. The germ plasm may be regarded 
as a continuous race root stock from which individuals bud, like the shoots 
which come up from an underground stem in spring. 
Individuals are ex­ 
pressions of the root stock or germ plasm. 
The germ plasm is not the ex­ 
pression of individuals. It Is nearly as true to say th at a man inherits from 
-bls Immediate children as to say that his immediate children inherit from 
him. The truth is that every Individual inherits not from another Individual, 
but from the race stock of which they are both expressions. When hereditary 
blindness appears in a family, statistics show that it is as likely to be 
transm itted by the brother or sister who is not blind as by the one who is. 
Individuals are thus produced as experiments by the race stock or germ 
plasm and are thrown off and die. 
Th£ germ plasm, however, as Weismann himself admits, is subject to in­ 
fluence by its environment in tho bodies of individuals which contain it. 
’These influences, however, are never special and can all be regarded as 
-either producing bettor nutrition or arresting development by interfering 
w ith nutrition. Tho same thing is true of the embryo. 
i t Is perfectly %true that psychic disturbances, if sufficiently severe and 
^continued for a sufficient length of time, are associated with and may oc­ 
casion a defective nutritive condition of the blood and thus cause an arrest 
of development. The progress of.the race is dependent upon the increase of 
and the perfection of the em broil Ic processes. 
To add to nature iii na­ 
tu re ’s way we must Increase the protecting influences. 
Not only the em­ 
bryo, but for Its sake the motlier also must be removed from tile strain. Tills 
«loes not mean inertia, but a hygienic life, which will produce a well aerated, 
pure aud healthy Mood, capable of supplying the best nutrient material for 
th e Independent organizing forces of the child. 
The superstition in favor 
•or photographic m aternal impressions, apart from natural maternal conceit, 
bas probably also had some biological significance In emphasizing the protec­ 
tion of the mother, not so much through her Imagination, but through thnt of 
th e husband and the rest of society. 
When the vast range of heredity was 
undreamed of. it was natural to overestim ate the period of gestation. 
At 
present, however, we see that the continuous fears of psychic impressions, 
by lowering nutritive vigor, are likely to be more Injurious than any irregu­ 
lar impressions themselves can possibly be. 
Mothers should be protected 
from this fear of fears. 
The facts of science imply as follows: The Impressions which a mother 
receives have no direct hearing on the child. The function of the mother dur­ 
ing gestation is simply the passive production of nourishment. 
It is before 
conception rather than after aud not directly, but by a process of sexual se­ 
lection pertaining to all the powers involved in falling in love or other means 
of mating, that the real psychic influences that will affect the next genera­ 
tion are determined. The constitution, both physical and psychic; the imag­ 
ination, the Intellect the emotions revealed and appreciated In this golden 
aura of life, are the most decisive prenatal influences within the life of the 
Individual. The full discussion of this, however, must be reserved for another 
lesson.

Endowment Fund of $100,000 Wanted 


by Brent For Work In Phil­ 


ippine Islands. 
Boston, Jan. G.—The announcement 
was made Sunday by Right 
Rev. 
Charles H. Brent, D. D., formerly rec­ 
tor of Sr Stephen’s church, this city, 
who was consecrated bishop of the 
Philippine islands last month by the 
Episcopal church, that he had decided 
to issue an appeal to the church in 
the United States for a fund of $100, 
OOO, with which to endow the new 
jurisdiction.

FISH AS FOOD. 


The Beet Kinde to Eat and the W ay 
to Cook Them. 
Fish constitutes one of the most val­ 
uable articles of diet for mankind, al­ 
though the popular notion that it is a 
good brain food because of the phos­ 
phorus it contains is incorrect. As a 
m atter of fact fish meat in general con­ 
tains less phosphorus than most kinds 
of flesh meat. But it is good for the 
brain indirectly, for it is less stim ulat­ 
ing than flesh meat, is usually digested 
more easily and causes the production 
In the system of fewer of the waste 
products which, if not at once elimi­ 
nated, act Injuriously upon the deli­ 
cate nervous system. 
The last mentioned property Is one 
which renders fish of especial value In 
the diet of persons suffering from 
Bright’s disease and other affections of 
the kidneys, from rheumatism, gout, 
and all those diseases which many phy­ 
sicians regard as the result of excessive 
formation or retention of uric acid. For 
convalescents also it is most useful, as 
It supplies a fair amount of nutritive 
m aterial in palatable form, with a min­ 
imum of tax on the digestive organs. 
Among the most nourishing and at 
the same time digestible fish are blue­ 
fish, shad, red snapper, fresh codfish, 
whitefish, striped bass, halibut and 
flounders. And equally nutritious, al­ 
though perhaps less digestible, are 
brook trout, lake trout, salmon, mack- 
1 erel and eels. Roe is not particularly 
1 nutritious, but It is agreeable to the 
taste and fairly digestible. 
The mode of preparation has much to 
do with the digestibility of fish, as It 
has with that of all other foods. Boil­ 
ing and broiling are better modes of 
, cooking than frying. 
The chief objection to fish is Its 
proneness to decomposition, even when 
kept on ice. It may be free from any 
taste or odor, and yet it may have un­ 
dergone changes which make It poison­ 
ous. Some fish are poisonous in them­ 
selves, containing in the natural state 
some substance which will cause alarm ­ 
ing symptoms, cr even death, if eaten. 
W ith some person# fish in any form 
does not agree, causing digestive disor­ 
ders or skin eruptions. This is notably 
true of lobsters and crabs-

FISH AS FOOD. 


The Bent Kinde to Eat and the Way 
to Cook T hem . 
Fish constitutes one of the most val­ 
uable articles of diet for mankind, al­ 
though the popular notion that it is a 
good brain food because of the phos­ 
phorus it contains is incorrect. As a 
matter of fact fish meat in general con­ 
tains less phosphorus than most kinds 
of flesh meat. But it is good for the 
brain indirectly, for it is less stim ulat­ 
ing than flesh meat, is usually digested 
more easily and causes the production 
In the system of fewer of the waste 
products which, if not at once elim i­ 
nated, act injuriously upon the deli­ 
cate nervous system. 
The last mentioned property is one 
which renders fish of especial value in 
the diet of persons suffering from 
Bright’s disease and other affections of 
the kidneys, from rheumatism, gout, 
and all those diseases which many phy­ 
sicians regard as the result of excessive 
formation or retention of uric acid. For 
convalescents also it is most useful, as 
it supplies a fair amount of nutritive 
material in palatable form, with a min­ 
imum of tax on the digestive organs. 
Among the most nourishing and at 
the same time digestible fish are blue­ 
fish, shad, red snapper, fresh codfish, 
whitefish, striped bass, 
halibut and 
flounders. 
And equally nutritious, al­ 
though perhaps 
loss digestible, 
are 
brook trout, lake trout, salmon, mack­ 
erel and eels. Roe is not particularly 
nutritious, but it is agreeable to the 
taste and fairly digestible. 
The mode of preparation has much to 
do with the digestibility of fish, as It 
has with that of all other foods. Boil­ 
ing and broiling are better movies of 
cooking than frying. 
\ 
The chief objection to fish is its 
proneness to decomposition, even when 
kept on ice. It may be free from any 
taste or odor, and yet it may have un­ 
dergone changes which make it poison­ 
ous. Some fish are poisonous in them­ 
selves, containing in the natural state 
some substance which w ill cause alarm­ 
ing symptoms, or even death, if eaten. 
With some persons fish in any form 
does not agree, causing digestive disor­ 
ders or skin eruptions. This is notably 
true of lobsters and crabs-

California has long been famed for 
peaches aud oranges, little i< gem rally 
known of a fruit industry which is pe­ 
culiar to and takes a leading position 
in that state the cultivation of olives. 
The olive has been garnered for more 
than 4,(MX) years and has been a staple 
food for races long forgotten, but It 
has remalm'd for southern California? 
to conduct olive raising on an Ameri­ 
can scale and to show the vast possibil­ 
ities of the Industry* Oriental coun­ 
tries raise olives by the tree. Califor­ 
nia raises them by the square mile. 
The largest olive grove in the world 
is situated in this state at the beati of 
the San Fernando valley. The estimat­ 
ed number of trees In the whole state 
is 2,500,(XX), with a crop, at the very 
lowest estimate, of 250,(MX),OOO pounds 
of olives. That tills is really marvelous 
is evident when it is stated that olive 
raising on a wholesale scale is only 
fourteen years old in southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The value of the San Fernando crop 
this season is estimated at more than 
$100,CMK). To properly treat the enor­ 
mous yield the first harvest of fids 


chops them Into minute pieces, and are 
next put into hydraulic presses with a 
pressure of 200 tons. The oil resultant 
from this treatment after being puri­ 
ne*! is termed oil of tile first grade. 
Second grade* oil is obtained from tho 
pulp remaining from the first pressure, 
which is put under a heavy cylinder, 
similar ton millstone.and th^n squeezed 
by a hydraulic press with a pressure of 
3,(MX* pounds to tile square inch. 
Oil of tho first grade is bottled, while 
oil of the second grade is sold in bulk. 
Oil of tile first grade Is used chiefly in 
ibe culinary arts. 
It is claimed that 
California olive oil is eminently supe­ 
rior to the foreign article, for of forty 
or fifty grades of foreign olive oils It is 
stated that not one of them has been 
found unadulterated, while few have 
withstood the test for cottonseed oil. 
Olive oil of the second grade is used 
for lubricating, in the manufacture 
soap and in an emulsion for pulmona

Including tin* factory 
men, there is an average all year of 
twenty live men upon the ranch. 
The olives are carefully gathered in 
canvas buckets made for th** purpose 
and are brought to the factory in 
spring wagons to keep them from 
bruising. After reaching tin* factory 
they are thoroughly cleaned and are 
then run through a grader, which sep­ 
arates them into three sizes. They are 
next put into vats of water, where they 
stand over night, and if the olives are 
to be pickled as “split’’ olives they ure 
theu either pricked with a needle or 
are run through an aperture tile sides 
of which are lined with several fine 
blades. 
Whether ‘’spilt” or not. tho olives are 
next put into a solution of one pound 
of lye to ten gallons of water. 
After 
they have remained in tile lye solution 
until It Is seen by examination that the 
lye has percolated to the pit they are 
put Into fresh water, where they re­ 
main from seven to ten days.

next step is the brine solution, where 
tile olives remain permanently until 
ready for the table.
